Federation  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Reilley,  at  8:30  p.  m..  May  2nd,  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of 
Battery  Park  Hotel,  Asheville.

ANNUAL  ADDEESS,  MAY,   1911 

Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 

and  Friends: 

An  ancient  Oriental  hostelry  is  said  to  have  borne  this 
inscription:  ''You  will  find  here  good  bread,  good  meat 
and  good  wine,  if  you  bring  them  with  you." 

The  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  has 
brought  with  it  to  our  Asheville  Inn,  gratitude  for  your 
gracious  invitation,  keen  appreciation  of  all  that  you  have 
done  in  preparation  for  our  coming,  and  sincere  thanks  for 
your  cordial  and  heartfelt  greetings. 

We  have  brought  gladness  in  our  hearts  at  the  thought 
of  meeting  you,  of  seeing  your  beautiful  city,  of  looking 
upon  your  sublime   mountains   and  serene   skies. 

We  have  brought  with  us  also  the  record  of  our  attempts 
aud  our  accomplishments,  and  the  far  longer  list  of  our  hopes 
and  plans  for  the  future.  Best  of  all,  we  bring  to  you  our 
dear  and  honored  President,  Mrs.  Philip  N.  Moore. 

A  close  study  of  conditions  in  the  club  world  of  the  North 
Carolina  Federation,  reveals  the  fact  that  women  are  doing 
in  their  clubs  work  which  ministers  to  the  highest  culture 
and  best  development  of  the  individual,  and  as  organizations 
are    radiating    even    greater    influence    in    their    communities. 

Women  are  studying  life  today  in  its  broadest  sense,  and 
as  they  become  more  intelligent  concerning  existing  con- 
ditions, many  are  seeking  through  their  clubs  and  State 
Departments  to  ally  themselves  with  the  great  humanitarian 
movements  which  have  been  inspired  by  the  universal  mother 
heart  and  the  home  loving  woman. 
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The  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  has  been  the  greatest 
factor  in  awakening  them  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibilities, 
duties  and  power.  No  longer  do  thinking  people  consider 
a  woman's  activities  limited  by  the  four  walls  bounding  her 
home. 

As  the  evils  of  the  outside  world  penetrate  to  its  inmost 
sanctuary,  the  obligation  rests  upon  us  to  change  adverse 
conditions  and  correct  prevailing  abuses.  There  never  was 
a  time  when  the  American  home  was  so  dependent  upon 
public  methods  and  conditions  as  at  present,  nor  when  the 
children  of  our  land  needed  a  more  far  reaching  arm  of 
protection. 

So  we  find  the  woman  forced  to  consider  these  things  in- 
dividually and  in  groups,  taking  her  share  of  public  respon- 
sibilities and  helping  as  best  she  can  the  adjustment  of  one 
situation  after  another. 

Many  of  us  can  look  back  to  the  days  when  the  newspapers 
ridiculed  our  early  experiences  in  club  work,  when  we  made 
our  fireside  tours  of  the  world,  when  we  took  turns  reading 
from  the  encyclopaedia,  when  we  labored  under  the  disad- 
vantages of  misguided  effort  at  study  and  the  weak  clubs  made 
the  usual  blind  attack  upon  a  big  matter;  when  the  Woman's 
Club  was  a  number  of  women  joined  together  but  not  united, 
when  the  working  club  did  not  study  and  the  study  club  did 
not  work,  except  for  culture  or  office;  when  music  clubs 
worked  for  harmony  and  created  discord.  Now  that  we  have 
made  good,  the  greatest  and  most  conservative  papers  of  the 
land  are  full  of  thoughtful  articles  commending  our  work 
and  quote  the  women  who  are  making  a  listening  world  resound 
with  sweeter  music. 

The  practical  work  is  the  connecting  link  between  the  old 
and  the  new;  it  is  the  beautiful  creature  with  the  golden 
wings,  that  has  broken  through  the  chrysalis  of  selfishness 
and  appears  in  the  image  of  service. 

I  wish  time  would  permit  me  to  tell  you  specifically  of  the 
service  that  is  being  given  by  the  club  women  of  the  land. 
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It  is  the  most  brilliant  and  varied  record  the  world  has  ever 
seen.  It  is  the  foremost  influence  today  in  our  public 
schools,  because  it  has  brought  the  home  and  the  school  into 
personal  touch;  it  was  the  club  women,  who  after  ten  long 
years'  fight,  secured  the  National  Pure  Food  Law.  The  club 
woman  has  been  the  vanguard  in  the  educational  work  for  public 
health;  she  has  raised  the  barrier  in  workshop,  factory  and 
mine  against  child  labor;  she  is  battering  at  the  doors  of 
government  clamoring  for  the  merit  system  in  all  our  insti- 
tutions where  the  criminal  or  dependent  are  detained. 
National  societies  innumerable  exist  for  civic  improvement,  but 
when  all  is  said  and  done,  it  is  the  club  women  who  are 
winning  the  victory  under  the  banner  of  ''The  City  Beauti- 
ful.'' 

Nor  has  this  practical  work  dimmed  the  aesthetic  or  literary 
side  of  our  life.  Into  the  highways  and  byways  have  been 
sent  traveling  art  galleries,  giving  joy  and  teaching  the 
utility  of  beauty.  Libraries  by  the  thousands  have  been  erected 
through  the  instrumentality  of  club  women. 

While  the  club  has  broken  down  many  conventionalities 
of  society,  it  has  raised  the  social  standard  of  intelligence 
and  purity  and  is  developing  a  social  life  that  is  uplifting, 
kind  and  truthful. 

In  our  State  Federation  we  have  fourteen  active  working 
departments.  Until  we  are  familiar  with  the  different  move- 
ments which  these  activities  represent,  we  are  not  living  up 
to  the  highest  club  developments  in  an  altruistic  sense. 

Our  clubs  are  largely  study  clubs,  organized  for  self -cul- 
ture, with  little  thought  perhaps  of  responsibility  towards 
others.  But  they  have  their  place  in  our  communities  and 
are  doing  great  good,  for  we  cannot  improve  ourselves  with- 
out helping  others,  and  personal  self -development  is  needed 
to  fit  us  for  service  in  the  broader  field  of  life. 

Many  clubs  came  to  us  as  purely  literary  clubs,  but  by  con- 
tact with  and  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  Federation,  are 
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looking  beyond  their  own  thresholds  and  are  taking  up  some 
other  phase  of  work,  carried  on  by  the  State  Federation. 

The  smallest  towns  in  the  State  support  their  study  clubs, 
which  serve  as  the  intellectual  communication  with  the 
thought  of  the  world,  and  the  larger  cities  have  their  clubs 
by  the  dozens  of  all  grades,  but  all  working  for  the  common 
purpose  of  the  increased  education  and  social  efficiency,  which 
means  the  elevation  of  the  culture  of  State,  direct  and  in- 
direct influence  upon  home  life  and  the  consequent  effect. 

The  question  searches  us  anew  on  every  such  occasion  as 
this:  Are  we  measuring  up  to  the  opportunities  at  our  com- 
mand, as  an  instrumentality  for  bettering  conditions  in  our 
State? 

You  will  hear  during  this  convention  the  reports  of  all  the 
state  departments.  Will  you  ask  yourselves  these  questions: 
Why  do  we  have  an  Art,  Music,  Literature  and  Educational 
Department?  Can  any  one  of  these  be  of  service  to  our 
club?  Why  are  the  women  of  our  State  working  for  con- 
servation? Why  for  health?  Why  should  we  be  interested 
in  our  State  institutions  and  legislation?  Why  do  we 
des-ire  a  fuller  knowledge  of  household  economics?  Why  do 
we  desire  to  cooperate  with  the  Civic  Department?  If  we 
have  no  library,  why  not?  If  we  can  answer  these  ques- 
tions, after  hearing  the  reports  of  the  various  departments, 
we  shall  have  made  a  great  step  forward  in  club  development 
and  in  aiding  the  work  of  our  State  Federation. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  every  club  in  the  State  to 
become  affiliated  with  our  organization,  to  have  a  repre- 
sentative present  to  investigate  the  work  accomplished  and 
carry  back  to  their  homes  and  their  clubs  the  inspiration  and 
information  and  a  better  understanding  of  what  Federation 
really  means. 

When  your  President  was  elected  to  the  office,  she  found  a 
Federation  of  41  clubs.  Today  the  Federation  gives  you  the 
support  of  77  clubs,  which  means  we  have  nearly  doubled  our 
number   in   the   last   two   years.     Looking   over  the   field    she

clearly  recognized  the  necessity  for  greater  activity  in  claim- 
ing for  our  own  the  unfederated  clubs  of  the  State,  and  to 
meet  this  need  a  Club  Extension  Department  was  authorized, 
and  upon  the  appointment  of  that  chairman  she  has  sought 
out  every  club  large  and  small  and  has  invited  them  to  join 
us.  She  has  been  most  zealous  and  industrious  in  her  work. 
She  has  given  us  the  pleasure  of  sharing  the  privileges  and 
benefits  of  Federation  with  many  new  clubs.  Already  we 
feel  the  pulse  of  a  new  impetus  and  enthusiasm;  that  the 
advantages  will  be  mutual,  we  firmly  believe. 

All  of  the  departments,  with  the  increasing  growth  of  the 
organization,  have  increased  work;  each  day  we  are  adding 
statistics  which  are  of  infinite  value.  From  our  Health  Com- 
mittee has  grown  our  Health  Department  and  we  are  await- 
ing with  the  keenest  interest  the  results  of  our  first  year's 
work  in  this  new  field. 

The  combined  efforts  of  the  women  of  our  country  for 
better  health  conditions  has  made  a  marked  impression  in 
raising  the  health  standard  in  many  localities,  and  we  in 
North  Carolina  have  not  been  slow  in  recognizing  the  needs 
of  our  own  State. 

There  has  been  awakened  a  new  interest  in  sanatorium  and 
hospitals  and  teaching  in  the  schools  the  relation  of  disease 
to  health. 

We  have  given  strength  to  public  opinion  and  to  the  enact- 
ment and  enforcement  of  State  laws  and  local  ordinances 
relating  to  the  healthfulness  of  the  community. 

How  we  have  met  this  personal  responsibility,  I  shall 
leave  to  our  health  chairman  to  report. 

Our  Civil  Service  Department  represents  another  new 
branch,  and  we  have  felt  so  gratified  that  this  legitimate 
human  field  of  our  work,  the  dependent,  defective  and  delin- 
quent members  of  society,  has  been  under  such  efS.cient 
guidance. 

The   other  departments  are   old  and  tried  and  have  been 
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working  on   a  firm  foundation  for   many  years,  so  there  is 
little  need  to  refer  to  them  here. 

In  order  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  the  history  of  North 
Coralina  and  perpetuate  the  deeds  and  memory  of  the  men 
who  served  to  make  her  great,  every  club  was  asked  this 
year  to  celebrate  North  Carolina  Day  and  I  feel  assured  the 
clubs  have  responded  with  enthusiasm. 

Another  innovation  last  year  was  the  Fine  Arts  evening, 
which  afforded  such  possibilities  in  developing  latent  talent, 
that  a  similar  program  has  been  arranged  for  us  in  Asheville. 

North  Carolina  women  were  exultant  over  the  Library 
Commission  Bill,  which  marked  their  introduction  to  legisla- 
tion and  the  appointment  of  one  of  our  members  to  the 
Commission.  This  encouraged  us  to  work  for  two  library  bills, 
and  our  legislative  efforts  were  not  entirely  lost,  as  the 
Library  Bill  passed,  which  gives  a  lawful  right  to  establish 
libraries  wherever  we  will  in  North  Carolina.  This  is  the 
work  than  our  more  formal  annual  meetings. 

The  inauguration  a  year  ago  of  the  mid-winter  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Board  was  productive  of  so  much  collective 
and  individual  help,  that  it  has  become  a  necessary  feature 
in  conducting  our  work.  Being  of  an  informal  nature,  it 
brings  a  more  direct  contact  to  those  vitally  interested  in  the 
work  more  than  our  more  formal  annual  meetings. 

It  is  almost  impossible  for  members  located  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  State  to  realize  the  arduous  interests  which 
devolve  upon  those  whom  you  elect  to  office.  Their  never 
tiring  industry  has  contributed  largely  to  the  progress  we 
have  made  and  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  each  officer  of  the 
Federation  for  the  many  acts  of  courtesy  shown  me,  and  the 
loyalty  of  the  chairmen  has  been  one  of  the  great  sustaining 
forces  during  the  two  years  of  service. 

The  Bureau  of  Information,  located  at  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire,  is  one  of  the  greatest  forces  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration, and  every  club  within  our  State  borders  may  avail 
itself  of  the  privileges  and  contribute  to  its  success. 

The  Bureau  is  a  great  means  of  Education  and  the  scheme 
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is  particularly  beneficial  to  such  clubs  as  are  somewhat  re- 
moved from  public  libraries. 

The  report  of  the  Tenth  Biennial  may  be  obtained  from 
this  Bureau  and  I  urge  that  every  club  and  library  secure  one 
for  use  and  reference.  The  book  is  worth  your  while,  con- 
taining all  the  addresses  and  reports  of  departments  of  the 
General  Federation  as  well  as  individual  State  reports  of 
work   accomplished. 

Extending  the  circulation  of  the  ^'Keystone''  and  the 
' '  General  Federation  Bulletin ' '  are  among  our  most  im- 
portant duties.  Indeed,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  if  you  are 
to  come  in  touch  with  the  State  work  and  that  of  the  General 
Federation,  that  you  provide  yourself  with  the  organs  of  the 
Federation. 

Our  alliance  with  the  Historical  and  Literary  Association 
and  a  member  representing  us  on  the  Library  Commission  has 
been  most  helpful  in  the  promotion  and  expansion  of  our 
field  of  usefulness. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  to  be  taken  at  this  con- 
vention will  be  the  adoption  of  a  new  Constitution  and  By- 
laws. These  new  governing  laws  will,  we  hope,  materially 
facilitate  the  ease  and  convenience  with  which  our  work  may 
be  performed.  They  will  be  of  special  value  to  new  workers, 
as  the  duties  and  executive  proceedings  are  most  clearly  defined. 

During  the  last  two  years  of  the  present  administration, 
your  President  has  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  many  clubs 
in  our  own  and  other  States.  She  has  enjoyed  the  hospi- 
tality of  Maryland,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Mississippi. 
She  has  attended  the  Biennial  in  Cincinnati  and  the  Council 
in  Memphis.  She  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  repre- 
sent North  Carolina  at  the  American  Civic  Association.  In 
her  new  role  as  director  she  was  guest  of  honor  at  a  banquet 
given  by  the  Press  and  Authors  Club  of  Des  Moines,  and  at- 
tended the  General  Federation  Board  Meeting  at  Colfax.  It 
was  also  her  privilege  to  visit  the  Chicago  Women's  Club 
having    1000    members,    the    largest    women's    club    in    the 
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General  Federation.  Again,  she  was  guest  at  the  Wednesday 
Club  of  St.  Louis,  the  club  which  is  proud  to  claim  as  her  own 
our  honored  President,  Mts.  Moore. 

These  are  some  of  the  joys  that  come  to  those  who  carry 
the  responsibility  of  office.  If  there  have  been  anxieties, 
they  are  all  overshadowed  by  the  great  light  of  helpfulness 
which  we  are  by  our  work  helping  to  diffuse. 

The  tenth  Biennial  in  Cincinnati  last  May  brought  to  your 
State  the  first  recognition  of  the  laurels  you  have  won,  but 
have  modestly  refrained  from  asking  for,  but  it  remained  for 
our  sister  State  of  South  Carolina  through  her  own  President 
to  nominate  for  director  of  the  Greneral  Federation  Board, 
your  President,  who  realizing  the  great  obligation  in  accept- 
ing such  a  position,  is  endeavoring  with  all  the  ability  and 
best  judgment  she  can  commend  to  fill  the  place  of  honor  to 
which  she  has  been  called. 

We  are  further  pleased  to  announce  the  continued  appoint- 
ment of  Mrs.  F.  L.  Stevens  as  a  member  of  the  Education 
Department,  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  W.  N.  Hutt  as  Chair- 
man of  School  Hygiene  of  the  Health  Department,  and  Mrs. 
E.  C.  Duncan  as  a  member  of  the  Music  Department.  Mrs. 
Duncan  is  largely  responsible  for  the  organization  of  this  new 
department  in  the  G-eneral  Federation,  and  of  Mrs.  W.  G. 
Rogers  on  the  Field  Committee  on  Endowment. 

The  resolution  presented  at  the  Biennial,  that  each  State 
consider  the  question  of  a  National  Floral  Emblem  and  take 
such  action  as  it  deems  fit,  as  well  as  the  recommendations 
regarding  the  History  of  the  General  Federation  and  the 
Endowment  Fund,  will  all  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  at  the  proper  time  for  your  consideration  and 
definite  action. 

A  few  of  the  clubs  belonging  to  our  Federation  are  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Federation,  too  few  by  far.  This  great- 
est of  organizations  of  women  deserves  more  recognition 
than  we  have  given  it  in  the  past.  We  have  deprived  our- 
selves too  long  and  too  much  of  its  advantages.  You  owe  it 
to  yourselves  and  to  humanity  to  make  such  an  organization 
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stronger  and  more  helpful  by  your  interest  and  cooperation 
and  by  the  mite  you  contribute  to  its  treasury  in  dues. 
If  you  could  attend  one  of  its  Biennial  Conventions,  and  see 
there  the  unselfish  devotion  of  its  thousands  of  women  to  the 
betterment  of  conditions  you  would  need  no  exhortation  to 
point  the  way. 

There  is  but  one  other  thought  to  suggest.  I  fully  believe 
that  Federation  work  can  be  carried  on  in  no  better  way 
than  through  district  meetings.  The  advisability  of  it  be- 
came convincing  when  the  Charlotte  Woman's  Club  cele- 
brated Eeciprocity  Day,  by  inviting  the  Greensboro  and  High 
Point  Women's  Clubs  as  guests  for  the   day. 

If,  between  our  annual  meetings,  such  an  arrangement  could 
be  made  in  various  localities  of  our  State,  it  would  tend  to 
make  the  clubs  and  the  women  better  acqainted  with  each 
other  and  strengethen  each  other's  interests.  The  districts 
would  become  as  our  clubs,  growing  closer  together  and 
stronger.  The  social  side  of  the  meetings  would  be  a  great 
bond  and  the  district  chairmen  who  live  and  mingle  with 
the  club  members  would  be  most  helpful  to  the  State  Board, 
and  with  our  growing  membership  it  would  be  the  best  and 
possibly  the  only  medium  through  which  we  could  bring 
home  to  our  clubs  the  policies  and  plans  of  the  mother  body, 
and  to  our  Executive  Board,  the  wishes,  the  needs,  and  the 
ideas  of  our  members.  The  district  meeting  would  have  the 
added  advantage  of  the  full  membership  of  the  respective 
clubs  attending,  which  to  our  State  meeting  we  have  only 
representatives. 

In  giving  you  my  last  report,  the  record  of  growth  in 
members,  in  activity,  in  interest  and  influence,  it  is  most 
gratifying,  for  all  are  tokens  of  a  recognized  responsibility 
toward  the  State  body  and  its  activities,  which  is  the  strength 
of  our  union. 

Nor  is  this  all  it  means  to  us.  Not  only  has  the  era  of 
women's  clubs  brought  about  a  new  mental  attitude  toward 
the  human  life  of  the  world,  but  it  has  done  more.  Through 
the    propaganda    of    club    notes,    through    helpful    association 
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of  club  membership,  women  have  acquired  an  intellectual  out- 
look, and  notably  through  the  meetings  and  ass^emblings  inci- 
dent to  club  life,  women  have  gained  an  acquaintance  and 
formed  friendships  that  in  former  years  were  never  dreamed 
of,  but  which  have  now  become  essential. 

We  are  constantly  hearing  eloquent  and  enthusiastic  ac- 
counts of  the  wonderful  achievements  of  the  race  in  the 
realm  of  matter  and  in  the  realm  of  intelligence. 

The  conquest  of  physical  science  and  the  conquest  of  human 
ingenuity  and  will  power  during  the  past  hundred  years 
have  perhaps  been  greater  than  during  all  the  other  ages  of 
history  put  together;  but  believe  me,  as  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury was  the  century  of  man  and  his  mastery  of  mind  and  of 
matter,  so  the  twentieth  century  is  destined  to  be  the  century 
of  women — of  women  wielding  the  most  subtle  and  potent 
influence  on  earth,  which  in  the  hurry  and  bustle,  the  drudgery 
and  struggle  of  every  day  life,  men  too  often  have  allowed 
to  be  forgotten. 

The  fact  is  evident  and  is  admitted  that  we  have  taken 
our  place  and  concentrated  our  energies  in  a  constructive 
work  for  country  and  mankind,  that  we  have  concentrated 
our  aims  in  a  way  that  characterizes  club  women  of  every 
locality  in  a  special  and  distinctive  way. 

"Woman  has  profited  by  the  extension  of  knowledge.  We 
have  it  manifested  here  tonight.  It  may  almost  be  termed 
a  new  and  higher  emancipation. 

So  thoroughly  is  your  President  embued  with  the  spirit 
and  influence  of  this  grand  work,  that  she  wishes  to  repeat 
here  the  words  of  George  Eliot  so  beautifully  expressed  in 
Dorothea's  motto: 

''I  have  a  belief  of  my  own,  and  it  comforts  me — that  by 
desiring  what  is  perfectly  good,  even  when  we  don't  quite 
know  what  it  is,  and  cannot  do  what  we  could,  we  are  a  part 
of  the  divine  power  against  evil,  widening  the  skirts  of 
light,  and  making  the  struggle  with  darkness  narrower. ' '

The  second  session  of  the  Federation  met  Wednesday  morn- 
ing at  9:30,  opening  with  an  invocation  by  Eev.  E.  E.  Swope, 
Eeetor  of  All  Souls  Church,  Biltmore. 

The  following  officers  of  the  Federation  made  their  annual 
reports:  Mrs.  Jas.  E.  Briggs,  Second  Vice-President;  Eeeord- 
ing  Secretary,  Coresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor;  all 
of  which  were  accepted. 

The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  were  read  and   approved. 

The  Custodian  of  Eecords,  Miss  Daisy  Denson,  read  her 
report,  which  was  accepted.  Her  recommendation  regarding 
the  office  of  Custodian  was  directed  to  be  presented  as  a 
resolution. 

Mts.  W.  G.  Eogers  presented  by  request  the  matter  of  an 
endowment  fund  for  the   General   Federation. 

Fourteen  of  the  twenty-one  new  clubs  added  during  the  past 
year  were  presented  to  the  Federation  through  their  dele- 
gates. Almost  unanimously  they  declared  the  best  work  they 
had  done  this  year  was  ''joining  the  Federation." 

The  charter  was  again  read  by  Mrs.  Jas.  E.  Briggs  and 
discussion  brought   out  the  following  facts: 

1.  A  charter  is  needed  for  protection. 

2.  That  an  endowment  fund  will  increase  the  usefulness 
of  the  North  Carolina  Federation. 

3.  That  only  the  interest  from  endowment  should  be  used. 

4.  That  only  clubs  in  the  Federation  might  own  stock. 
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Mrs.  E.  E.  Gotten  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee, 
which  she  was  to  choose  herself,  to  have  charge  of  raising  an 
endowment  fund. 

The  following  report  was  read  from  the  Eules  and  Eegu- 
lations  Committee: 

1.  The  bless^ings  of  Grod  shall  be  invoked  on  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  body. 

2.  This  Convention  shall  be  conducted  strictly  according 
to   parliamentary   usage. 

3.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  more  than  once 
to  the  same  motion,  without  unanimous  consent  of  the 
house,  unless  she  be  the  mover  of  that  motion;  in  this  case 
she  may  open  and  close  the  debate. 

4.  In  all  business  meetings  speeches  shall  be  limited  to 
three  minutes  each. 

5.  No  delegate  shall  represent  more  than  one  club  or  or- 
ganization. 

6.  No  proxies-  shall  be  allowed. 

7.  All  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  and  reported  upon 
by  the  Committee  on  Eesolutions  before  they  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  house. 

8.  All  important  motions  must  be  in  writing,  signed  and 
sent  to  the  Eecording  Secretary. 

9.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  must  not  be  extended  to  sub- 
jects not  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Federation,  except 
by  unanimous  consent  of  the  house.  When  the  house  is  not 
in  session  the  Executive  Board  shall  act  on  such  applications. 

10.  A  nominating  committee  shall  be  appointed  first  day. 

11.  Doors  shall  be  closed  during  presentation  of  each 
report  or  reading  of  papers-.  A  doorkeeper  to  be  appointed 
to  enforce  this  regulation. 

12.  Absolute  silence  must  be  maintained  on  the  floor  dur- 
ing sessions. 

13.  A  delegate  in  addressing  the  chair  shall  give  name 
and  residence.  Ida  Missildine,

I.  Irvin  Paylor. 
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THE  BIENNIAL  EEPOET 

Miss  Gertrude  Weil  briefly  gave  a  report  of  the  Cineinnati 
Biennial  meeting  in  May,  1910,  giving  a  general  outline  of  the 
Bienial  program,  a  summary  of  the  ground  covered  by  the 
department  meetings  and  conferences,  an  account  of  the 
striking  features  of  the  other  sessions,  and  a  suggestion  of 
the  social  functions  offered  by  the  hospitable  hostess  city 
and  state. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook  made  an  interesting  statement  concern- 
ing the  Council  meeting  at  Memphis,  April  19,  20,  1911.  She 
urged  that  a  large  delegation  of  club  women  attend  the 
Biennial  in  San  FTaneisco  in  1912. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  and  the  Friday  Book  Club  of 
Asheville  served  luncheon.

Moved  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook  that  the  Nominating  Committee 
be  composed  of  five  members,  elected  by  ballot  from  those 
previously  nominated  from  the  floor,  the  five  receiving  the 
highest  vote  to  be  declared  elected.  This  was  amended  by 
Dr.  Carroll  by  adding  that  no  two  nominations  should  be 
from  the   same  town.     Accepted  by  Mrs.  Hook  and  passed. 
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The  President  appointed  the  following  tellers:  Mrs.  E.  H. 
Crawford,  Greensboro;  Miss  Grace  Jones,  Asheville;  Miss 
Daisy  Denson,  Ealeigh;  Mrs.  Gordon  Finger,   Charlotte. 

While  waiting  for  the  preparation  of  the  ballots  Mrs.  R. 
S.  Carroll  gave  the  report  of  the  Asheville  Woman 's  Club. 

The  ballot  for  the  Nominating  Committee  showed  the  fol- 
lowing result:  Mrs.  S.  P.  Cooper,  Henderson;  Mrs.  White- 
ford  Smith,  Asheville;  Miss  Adelaide  Fries,  Winston-Salem; 
Mrs.  W.  R.  HoUowell,  Goldsboro;   Dr.  Dixon  Carroll,  Ealeigh. 

Dr.  Dixon  Carroll  read  a  telegram  from  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  Ealeigh  extending  an  invitation  to 
the  Federation  to  meet  in  Ealeigh  next  year.  The  Federa- 
tion directed  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  sent  them. 

Mrs.  W.  R.  HoUowell  asked  the  Federation  to  permit  her 
to  name  a  substitute  for  herself  on  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, as  she  was  obliged  to  leave  the  Convention.  This 
was  granted. 

Miss  Gertrude  Weil  presented  report  on  Publication,  which 
was  accepted.  She  also  read  Miss  Poppenheim's  report  on 
the  Keystone. 

Mrs.  Cotten,  as  Chairman  of  the  Club  Extension  Depart- 
ment, reported  twenty-one  new  clubs;  new  members,  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-one,  making  a  total  membership  of  two  thous- 
and three  hundred  and  thirty-nine.

Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper's  report  on  the  Federation  Fund  for 
the  Stonewall  Jackson  Training  School  was  read  and  ac- 
cepted with  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.

FEIDAY  MOENING,  MAY  5th 

The  sixth  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Eeilley. 

After  the  invocation  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were 
read  and  approved. 

Mrs.  B.  E.  Moore,  of  High  Point,  had  extended  to  her  the 
courtesy  of  the  floor,  and  she  reported  the  club  work,  having 
been  absent  when  report  was  called  for. 

On  account  of  limited  time,  it  was  moved  and  carried  to 
have  no  reports  of  clubs  read  unless  the  delegate  was  in  the 
room  when  club  was  called. 

Fifty-three  clubs  called. 

Mrs.  E.  G.  Eogers,  Chairman  of  Household  Economics,  now 
gave  her  report,  saying  that  fifty-seven  clubs  out  of  fifty- 
nine  were  taking  some  part  in  her  department. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Eevision  of  Constitu- 
tion was  now  called  for.     Mrs.  Gotten,  as  Chairman  of  Com- 
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mittee,  read  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  article  by  article, 
section  by  section,  and  after  much  discussion  and  amend- 
ments, the  above  mentioned  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were 
accepted  as  a  whole,  and  Mrs.  Cotten  moved  it  be  substituted 
for  the  old  one.  (See  back  of  Year  Book.)  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  given  to  the  revision  committee. 

Adjourned  for  lunch,  and  Board  of  Directors  were  in- 
structed to  sign  their  names  to  previously  mentioned  Charter 
during  the  hour  of  recess. 

FEIDAY,  MAY  5th,  2:00  P.  M. 

After  a  hurried  lunch,  the  last  session  of  the  Ninth  Annual 
Federation  was  called  to  order. 

The  Committee  on  Eesolutions  was  called  for,  and  the  ones 
pass-ed  by  Federation  were  ordered  printed  in  Year  Book. 

UNDER    NEW   BUSINESS 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  J.  I.  Foust,  President  of  State 
Normal  and  Industrial  School,  offering  to  cooperate  with  the 
women  clubs  of  the  State  in  issuing  Bulletins  and  aiding  in 
other  ways  to  benefit  the  women  of  the  State.  It  was  moved 
by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook,  ' '  That  the  Chairman  of  Education  accept 
the  cooperation  of  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  School, 
as  far  as  she  can,  to  meet  the  needs-  of  the  Federation." 
Passed. 

Mrs.  Philip  N.  Moore  requested  the  Bulletins  be  sent  to 
the  General  Federation. 

The  laurel  was  shown  to  be  the  favorite  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Federation  as  the  National  flower. 

Each  club  was  urged  to  purchase  a  copy  of  History  of  Gen- 
eral Federation. 

It  was  moved  that  this-  Federation  pay  to  the  General  Fed- 
eration double  dues  for  year  1911  towards  the  Endowment 
fund   of   General  Federation. 

The  motion  to  have  delegates  elected  now  for  the  Biennial 
to  be  held  in  San  Francisco,  July,  1912,  was  lost. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  was  read  by- 
Mrs.  Al  Fairbrother. 

New  Bern,  through  Mrs.  Monroe  Howell,  extended  an  in- 
vitation from  the  home  club  for  the  Federation  to  hold  its 
next  meeting  there. 

Miss  Adelaide  Fries,  from  the  Federated  Clubs  of  Winston- 
Salem,  also  invited  the  Federation,  asking  Mrs.  Howell  to 
withdraw  her  in\atation  in  favor  of  Winston-Salem,  as  the 
Federation  was  organized  in  the  City  of  Winston-Salem,  1902, 
and  it  seemed  fitting  that  the  tenth  annual  meeting  of  our 
existence  should  be  held  there. 

No  other  business,  the  Federation  adjourned  to  meet  May, 
1912.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY

Madame   President   and  ladies   of  the  Ninth  Annual   Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs: 

The  first  work  undertaken  was  that  of  getting  out  station- 
ery for  the  oflacers  of  the  State  Federation  and  various  Chair- 
men of  Departments;  next  came  the  double  postals  which 
were  issued  to  facilitate  the  obtaining  of  votes  for  the  clubs 
applying  for  admission  to  the  State  Federation. 

The  call  to  the  Board  meeting  at  Oxford  was  sent  out  early 
in  January.  Invitations  were  sent  to  the  officers  and  direc- 
tors of  the  General  Federation,  also  to  all  National  Chairmen 
and  State  Presidents,  to  be  present  at  this  Convention. 
Early  in  April  a  circular  letter  containing  information  regard- 
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ing  this  meeting  was  sent  to  each  s-tate  oficer,  state  chair- 
man and  club  president.  The  proposed  new  constitution  and 
credential  cards  were  sent  at  the  same  time.  Over  five 
hundred  pieces  of  mail  have  been  sent  out. 

A  request  came  from  the  Club  Women's  Keview,  of  St. 
Louis,  asking  for  the  most  important  work  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  past  administration.  We  replied  that  the  beginning 
of  active  work  by  a  recognized  Department  of  Health,  and 
doubling  our  membership,  we  considered  our  most  important.

ART  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Michaux,  Chairman 


The  Chairman  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  of  the 
cooperation  extended  by  the  many  clubs  in  furthering  the 
plans  of  the  Art  Department  during  the  past  three  years 
and  regrets  that  she  is  unable  to  give  a  full  account  of  the 
work  done  in  this  department  during  the  past  year.  But  the 
reports  which  have  come  in  show  a  better  and  stronger  work- 
ing than  ever  before;  we  are  learning  how  to  do  things  artis- 
tically as  well  as  how  to  study  the  work  of  our  artiS'ts  and 
sculptors. 

Some  clubs  have  held  exhibits  of  original  paintings  or  re- 
productions; two  clubs  have  had  an  exhibit  of  arts  and 
crafts;  another  used  stereopticon  views  of  famous  pictures  in 
Italian  galleries;  others  have  placed  framed  pictures  and 
portfolios  in  public  schools  and  libraries  and  have  helped  to 
beautify  the  grounds;  while  a  few  clubs  have  devoted  the 
whole  year  to  the  study  of  some  phase  of  Art.  Quite  a  num- 
ber have  studied  some  of  the  great  artists  and  their  master- 
pieces in  connection  with  the  literary  programs,  and  it  has 
become  a  necessary  part  of  a  liberal  education  to  study  the 
great  masterpieces,  ^^for  through  and  through  our  literature 
of  today  there  runs  like  a  golden  thread  a  continuous  refer- 
ence to  these  great  works  and  to  the  artists  who  created 
them. ' ' 

But  the  greater  part  of  the  work  of  the  Art  Department  has 
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been  closely  allied  with  that  of  the  Civic  Department,  and 
will  come  under  the  head  of  Civic  and  Municipal  Art. 

Club  women  in  many  of  our  cities  and  towns  have  been 
vigorously  working  for  cleaner  and  more  beautiful  streets, 
public  parks,  playgrounds  for  children,  the  planting  of 
trees,  flowers  and  shrubbery,  the  removal  of  objectionable 
billboards,  the  erection  of  drinking  fountains  in  public  places, 
the  beautifying  of  cemeteries,  removal  of  rubbish  and  the 
cultivation  of  vacant  lots,  and  many  other  things  which  help 
make  ' '  the  City  Beautiful '  ^ — remembering  that  ' '  the  city 
healthy,  the  city  wealthy,  the  city  wise"  may  excite  sat- 
isfaction and  pride,  but  it  is  the  city  beautiful  that  compels 
and  retains  the  love  of  her  citizens. 

All  clubs  have  abundant  opportunities  to  do  something 
practical  in  art  in  their  local  communities  and  it  is  with  the 
hope  of  helping  the  various  clubs  that  we  give  the  following 
suggestions-: 

1.  Urge  school  boards  to  introduce  drawing  and  manual 
training  in  public  schools. 

2.  Help  schools  secure  good  pictures  and  other  works  of 
art  for  decoration  and  study. 

3.  Hold  art  exhibits  for  benefit  of  the  public. 

4.  Encourage  the  reviving  of  old  time  industries.  (Offer 
premiums  at  county  fair.) 

5.  Encourage  planting  of  trees,  shrubbery  and  flowers 
around  school  grounds. 

6.  Devote  at  least  one  meeting  to  studying  ^'Home  Art", 
which  includes  the  architecture,  interior  decoration  and  fur- 
nishings, etc. 

7.  Send  collection  of  Perry  pictures  or  other  art  photo- 
graphs to  rural  schools. 

8.  Arrange  to  have  the  subject  of  art  presented  to  the 
teachers  in  county  institutes. 

9.  Write  to  Mrs.  Everett  Pattison,  4254  Olive  St.,  St. 
Louis,  for  outlines  and  for  ''Hand  Book  of  Art  in  Our 
Country",  price  50  cents. 

10.  Work   for   a   municipal   art    commission    composed    of 
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experts  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  designs  of  fountains, 
monuments,  and  public  buildings,  and  the  laying  out  of 
streets,  parks,  etc. 


CLUB  EXTENSION

As  the  tangible  result  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
Department  of  Club  Extension,  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
presenting  twenty-one  new  clubs  which  have  joined  the  North 
Carolina  Federation   of  Clubs   since  the  last   annual  meeting. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  these  clubs  into  our  Federation, 
and  feel  that  together  we  will  all  make  a  stronger,  more 
successful  effort  for  each  other,  and  for  all  North  Carolina 
womanhood  and  childhood. 

In  the  spirit  of  progress  and  cooperation,  I  suggest  that  each 
federated  club  strive,  during  the  coming  club  year,  to  bring 
into  the  North  Carolina  Federation  one  more  club,  even  if  they 
have  to  organize  a  new  club,  so  as  to  bring  one  in.  Especially 
do  I  urge  the  various  Civic  Leagues  and  Associations  to  extend 
their  activities  to  neighboring  towns  by  organizing  Civic 
Leagues  and  stimulating  public  activity  along  civic  lines  every- 
where. 

Health  and  civic  beauty  as  the  reward  of  civic  activity  will 
bring  appreciation,  greater  unity  of  action  and  higher  culture, 
and  are  well  worth  our  untiring  efforts. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVICS 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Kimball,  Chairman 


The    awakened  interest   of  men  and   women  in  the   civic 
betterment  of  our  State  is  most  gratifying. 


There  are  thirty-four  federated  clubs  in  North  Carolina  do- 
ing civic  work.  Eight  of  these  clubs  joined  the  State  Fede- 
ration last  year,  viz.:  The  Asheboro  Civic  League,  the 
Thomasville  Civic  League,  the  Marion  Civic  League,  the 
Whiteville  Civic  League,  the  Carthage  Civic  League,  the 
Greensboro  Playground  and  Kindergarten  Association,  the 
Shelby  Civic  League,  and  the  Henderson  Civic  League. 

The  Leagues  of  Durham  and  Elizabeth  City  knocked  at  the 
Federation  door  too  late  for  admission  last  year,  but  the 
Civic  Committee  gladly  welcomes  them  to  its  ranks  at  the 
beginning  of  this  club  year.  So  ten  new  clubs  are  claimed 
by  the  Civic  Committee — thirty-five  in  all  doing  civic  work 
in  the  State. 

The  Chairman  had  the  assistance  of  the  following  Com- 
mittee last  year:  Miss  Julia  Parlsley,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Powell,  of  Oxford,  K  C,  and  Mrs.  Jas.  A.  Briggs, 
of  Ealeigh.  This  year  the  membership  of  the  Committee  is 
doubled,  owing  to  the  increased  interest  in  the  work. 

Several  hundred  letters  have  been  written  to  clubs  organ- 
izing and  organized,  and  special  effort  has  been  made  to  assist 
and  encourage  the  newly  organized  clubs  and  induce  them 
to  join  the  State  Federation.  The  Chairman  has  been  greatly 
assisted  in  this  feature  of  this  work  by  the  Associate  Mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. 

The  observance  of  National  Civic  Day,  March  10th,  has 
been  urged  by  the  committee,  and  several  of  the  civic  clubs 
held  special  exercises  on  that  day. 

One  civic  club  inviting  representatives  from  five  unfede- 
rated  clubs  to  its  Civic  Day  exercises,  was  instrumental  in 
organizing  one  club  and  inducing  two  others  to  federate. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  every  civic  club  in  the  State 
observe  National  Civic  Day  this  year.  Special  programs  will 
be  mailed  to  each  club. 

The  organizing  of  Junior  Civic  Leagues  is  urged  also,  in 
order  to  interest  the  children  in  civic  improvement  and  to 
teach  them  the  principles  of  good  citizenship. 

The  Committee  also  hopes  to  see  well  equipped  playgrounds 


established  in  many  of  our  towns^  and  cities  this  year,  that 
the  children  may  have  the  advantage  of  well  directed  exer- 
cise and  play,  in  order  to  promote  the  physical  development 
of  the  men  and  women  of  the  future  generation. 

Prizes  have  been  offered  to  the  children  by  a  number  of 
the  civic  clubs  of  the  State  for  the  best  essays  on  civic 
subjects,  best  kept  lawns,  back  yards,  flower  gardens,  etc., 
and  the  children  have  been  active  workers  in  the  municipal 
spring  and  fall  cleanings. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Civic  Committee  would  consider  it  a 
special  favor  if  all  persons  contemplating  the  organizing  of 
civic  clubs  would  write  her,  that  she  may  aid  in  the  work. 
She  hopes  also  that  clubs  doing  civic  work  may  write  her 
freely  for  literature  or  other  helps  whenever  needed,  that  she 
may  be  kept  in  touch  with  the  work. 

May  every  civic  worker  renew  her  efforts  this  year  in 
behalf  of  civic  betterment,  if  it  is  only  by  improving  the 
conditions  of  her  home  and  grounds. 

Interest  new  places  in  organizing,  bring  them  into  the 
State  Federation  and  double  the  number  of  civic  leagues  in 
our  State. 

Vive   Civics! 

The  Chairman  extends  thanks  to  the  other  members  of  the 
Civic  Committee  for  their  cooperation  and  best  wishes  to 
those  assistants  for  a  new  club  year  of  untiring  energy  for 
a  better  and  more  beautiful  State. 


CONSERVATION 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Cocke,  Chairman,  Asheville 


Madam  Pres-ident,  guests  and  delegates: 

In  submitting  for  the  third  time  a  report  from  this  depart- 
ment, it  is  with  a  feeling  of  keen  satisfaction  that  I  find  the 
conservation  idea  gaining  a  long  deserved  foothold  with 
the  other  departments  of  our  State  Federation.     A  large  per- 
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centage  of  clubs  are  being  imbued  with  the  importance  of 
introducing  into  their  program  -work  of  this  nature. 

In  order  that  the  new  clubs  may  have  an  idea  of  this  work, 
I  will  give  briefly  a  resume  of  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
in   our   three  years'   encumbency. 

The  first  year:  Four  lectures  upon  Forestry,  delivered  in 
the  State  by  Mr.  Enos  Mills,  government  lecturer,  under  our 
direction;  the  sending  of  names  of  club  women  and  teachers 
of  the  State  to  the  department  at  Washington  for  literature 
upon  this  subject  to  be  sent  them;  an  Arbor  Day  program 
sent  out. 

The  second  year's  work:  I  offered  to  the  public  school 
children  of  the  State  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  each  for  the  best 
essay  upon  Forest  Preservation  and  Waterway  Conservation. 
Dr.  Joyner,  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  appointed 
the  committee  to  award  the  prizes;  Howard  Sharp,  of  Hid- 
denite,  being  awarded  the  one  for  Forest  Preservation,  and 
Katharine  Ward  the  one  for  Waterway  Conservation.  Let- 
ters were  written  to  the  senators  and  congressmen  of  our 
State,  asking  for  support  for  the  Appalachian  bill.  As  to  the 
year  just  passed,  requests  were  made  to  the  clubs  for  work 
accomplished  in  our  department. 

One  club  reports  a  thousand  maples  given  away  by  a 
certain  firm  to  be  used  on  Arbor  Day;  another  having  planted 
fifty  magnolia  trees  in  the  cemetery,  adding  that  a  well  had 
been  dug  adjacent  to  supply  the  needed  water  for  irrigation. 
Others  report  trees  in  peril  of  their  lives  from  street  com- 
missioners; many  report  Arbor  Day  observed  in  the  city 
schools.  One  has  under  its  espionage  God's  own  creature, 
the  bird.  Did  we  fully  realize  the  importance  to  our  agri- 
cultural interests,  we  would,  from  no  sentimental  but  from  a 
practical  idea,  save  the  bird. 

As  chairman  of  this  department,  my  thoughts  and  aims, 
hopes  and  ambitions,  have  centered  in  one  grand  stroke:  To 
accomplish  for  our  department  some  one  project — a  culmi- 
nation of  the  three  years'  work — something  that  would  be 
indellibly  carved  upon  the  brains  of  our   men   of  the  future, 
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for  is  not  the  boy  of  today  our  man  of  tomorrow?  Let  us 
give  him  the  knowledge  of  the  science  of  forestry.  This 
project  is  to  be  the  establishment  of  a  chair  of  forestry  in 
our  State  University.  This  would  come  through  the  action 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  university,  to  whom  are  en- 
trusted an  appropriation  to  be  disbursed  to  the  best  of  their 
ability  for  the  good  of  the  university.  I  alone  could  accom- 
plish nothing,  but  I  am  gratified  and  proud  to  state  that  I 
hold  in  my  possession  letters  from  the  following  men  endors- 
ing my  idea,  and  promising  needed  assistance  at  the  crucial 
moment.     These  men  are: 

Governor  Kitchin,  Lieutenant-Governor  Newland,  Senator 
Overman,  Senator  Simmons,  Chief  Justice  Clark,  Judge 
Pritchard,  Hon.  W.  C.  Dowd,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, Dr.  J.  Y.  Joyner,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, and  Dr.  Joseph  Hyde  Pratt,  State  Geologist. 

To  us  of  North  Carolina  has  been  given  a  royal  heritage. 
Let  us  guard  it  sacredly.  This-  heritage  is  entailed  and  has 
not  been  entrusted  to  us  alone  of  this  generation,  but  to  pos- 
terity. For  our  present  needs?  Yes,  but  to  be  so  judiciously 
and  carefully  managed  that  not  only  will  we  obtain  adequate 
supplies  for  present  day  use,  but  so  fostered  and  nurtured 
that  far-reaching  posterity  will  receive  its  dower,  its  entitled 
share. 

Let  us  emulate  the  man  with  five  talents,  taking  deservedly 
our  dividends  now,  but  reserving  intact  the  principal.  We 
who  facetiously  regard  Japan  as  a  modern  progressive 
nation  should  doff  our  hats  in  rightful  admiration  of  a  peo- 
ple who  for  a  thousand  years  have  been  practical  adherents-  to 
the  cause  of  the  forests,  their  preservation  being  officially 
recognized.  "We  would  do  well  to  profit  by  such  an  example. 
A  far-sightedness,  which  to  us  of  a  country  of  such  (as  in 
former  years  believed)  unlimited  forested  areas-  seems  to  be 
awakening  in  the  minds  of  thoughtful  men  in  all  spheres 
alike.  Let  us  make  the  idea  general.  Let  us  strike  at  the 
root  of  future  statehood,  the  child,  and  so  implant  within  his 
impressionable  and  sympathetic  nature,  ideas  so  bulging  with 


fact  and  sense  tliat  as  he  grows,  the  idea  of  preservation, 
conservation,  will  be  to  him  as  the  bones  and  sinews  of 
his  own  frame. 

The  fireside  talk  of  the  mother,  the  pleasurable  excursion 
with  the  teacher,  can  be  fraught  with  such  germs  of  thought 
upon  this  question  that  it  will  lead  to  firm  resolve  and  practi- 
cal effort  in  the  man.  The  moral  truth  which  the  quotation, 
' '  in  serving  others,  we  serve  ourselves  most, ' '  implies  and 
carries  with  it  a  practical  application  in  this  very  connec- 
tion. The  idea  of  self-preservation  is  innate  in  every  living 
being.  It  has  been  so  ordained.  Destroying  wantonly  our 
forests,  with  no  regard  for  future  growth,  reacts  upon  us 
now,  they  being  barriers  against  winds,  erosion  of  soil  and 
floods,  in  whose  wake  come  impoverishment  and  pestilence. 
Indeed,  the  compensation  in  filling  our  obligations  to  future 
generations  comes  to  us  in  present  practical  benefits,  and  in 
their  strict  fulfillments  can  we  alone  make  returns  to  those 
gone  before,  who  in  pioneer  settlements  and  hazardous  under- 
taking, blazed  the  trail  of  a  great  America. 

This  earth  of  ours  is  no  haphazard  mass  of  clay  and  roots, 
but  a  homogeneous  form,  so  moulded  that  each  integral  part 
is  dependent  upon  the  other,  but  so  happily  arranged  that 
man  is  given  jurisdiction  over  all,  for  his  material  better- 
ment. It  is  a  great  human,  with  veins  and  bones  and  mus- 
cles. May  we  wisely  dispose  of  each  element,  field  and  river 
and  forest,  that  our  land  may  be  a  giant  among  nations.  Let 
us  ever  be  in  the  initiative  to  speak  the  ' '  little  word ' '  which 
grows  into  a  great  truth,  bespeaking  the  ' '  little  acorn ' ' 
that  brings  forth  the  great  oak,  the  messenger  of  the  forest, 
telling  of  its  free  gifts,  a  savior  to  the  soil  and  a  protection 
and  blessing  to  the  beast,  a  comfort  and  joy  to  man. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE  PHILANTHROPY

It  has  given  me  much  pleasure  to  work  for  the  past  three 
years  as  Chairman  of  Constructive  Philanthropy  Department 
of  Woman's  Clubs. 

When  the  names  of  the  new  clubs  were  sent  me,  I  wrote 
them  of  the  work  this  department  was  doing,  but  did  not 
ask  for  a  donation.  The  Farmville  Magazine  Club,  The 
Round  Table  Club  and  Carthage  Civic  Club  responded  with 
nice  gifts.  This  being  their  maiden  year  in  the  Federation, 
pleased  me  very  much  and  I  am  sure  they  will  make  good, 
live  members.  The  largest  donations  received  from  clubs, 
paid  to  me,  have  been  as  follows:

wayward  boys  nor  of  the  institution  made  possible  by  the 
efforts  of  the  women  of  the  State. 
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Many  clubs  have  responded  with  nice  donations  and  in  all 
letters  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement  have  been  given 
your  Chairman  and  she  hereby  wishes  to  thank  them  all. 
She  also  thanks  our  beloved  President  for  her  prompt  re- 
sponse to  all  calls  from  this  department,  while  she  ever  bears 
in  mind  the  timely  assistance  given  by  the  members  of  our  com- 
mittee. 

At  the  Executive  Board  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  allow 
your  Chairman  the  great  pleasure  and  privilege  of  taking  this 
fund  and  turning  it  over  to  the  King's  Daughters  and  Sons 
at  their  convention  in  Salisbury,  June  8th,  9th,  1911. 

It  is  with  real  sadness  that  I  feel  the  time  has  come  for 
me  to  resign  this  work  and  to  leave  the  many  friends  made 
during  the  time.  I  recommend  to  the  Federation  that  the 
name  of  this  department  be  changed  to  Constructive  Philan- 
thropy and  that  under  this  department  it  should  always  keep 
in  touch  with  the  noble  work  started  by  women.  The  Fed- 
eration can  decide  in  what  manner  it  should  be  spent,  per- 
haps to  help  pay  for  another  building,  or  to  buy  useful  articles 
for  our  cottage  or  Sunday  clothes  for  our  boys;  anything  to 
help  them  and  keep  them  in  our  hearts,  while  we  remeraber 
that  ''Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.''

EDUCATION 

Mrs.  F.  I,.  Stevens,  Chairman,  Raleigh 


The  Department  of  Education  in  its  activity  along  the 
three  lines  which  has  been  its  policy  for  the  past  four  years 
has  to  report  unprecedented  progress  for  the  past  year. 

In  the  effort  to  establish  a  Normal  Loan  Fund  the  clubs 
have  responded  more  generously  than  ever  before,  so  that  dur- 
ing the  year  $125  was  loaned  to  Miss  Hazel  Hunt,  of  Golds-

boro,  who  has  seemed  in  every  way  worthy  of  our  interest 
and  our  financial  support.  Up  to  this  time  Miss  Hunt  has 
received  from  the  Education  Fund  $200,  which  has  been 
loaned  in  four  notes-  bearing  interest  after  two  years  from 
date.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  this  feature  of  the 
education  work  is  to  be  kept  up  during  the  coming  year,  there 
still  remaining  in  the  loan  treasury  $56  to  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  a  worthy  applicant.  In  the  efforts  of  the  depart- 
ment to  bring  about  a  closer  union  between  home  and  school 
there  has  been  a  significant  increase  in  activity  and  interest. 
This  activity  has  in  many  communities  taken  the  form  of  reg- 
ularly organized  Parents-Teachers  Association,  holding  meet- 
ings with  more  or  less  regularity.  Other  clubs  have  main- 
tained a  course  of  popular  lectures  along  lines  of  school  im- 
provement. Still  other  clubs  have  labored  toward  the  im- 
provement of  school  conditions  by  contributing  time  and 
energy  in  securing  funds  in  order  that  better  sanitary  as  well 
as  aesthetic  conditions  might  prevail  in  school  neighborhoods. 

The  Chairman  especially  desires  to  commend  the  effective 
work  for  education  along  several  lines  as  carried  on  by  the 
Education  Chairman  of  the  following  clubs: 

The  Charlotte  Woman's  Club,  The  Goldsboro  Woman's 
Club,  The  Woman's  Club  of  Ealeigh,  The  Sesame  Club,  of 
Faison. 

Each  of  these  Chairmen  has  brought  her  own  individuality 
to  bear  upon  the  line  of  work  undertaken  and  each  has 
carried  the  work  to  successful  completion.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  clubs  as  yet  not  fully  aroused  along  the  line  of 
educational  work  will  take  opportunity  to  counsel  with  their 
efficient  workers. 

In  the  disposal  of  the  free  scholarships  so  generously  do- 
nated by  the  various  educational  institutions  of  the  State  the 
department  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  the  selection 
of  young  people  to  hold  these  scholarship  gifts.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  department  all  the  scholarships 
were  in  use,  so  that  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
of    North    Carolina    was    honored    by    having    fourteen    young 
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people  in  various  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State  as  the 
direct  result  of  its  activity  along  education  lines.  Especial 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  scholarship  donated  by  Salem 
College,  the  first  woman's  college  of  the  State  to  confer  a  gift 
upon  the  Federation. 


HEALTH 

Mrs.  W.  N.  Hutt,  Chairman,  Raleigh 


The  Health  Department  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation 
was  created  one  year  ago,  at  Henderson.  The  ]3lan  of  work 
decided  upon  was: 

First.  To  work  for  the  general  health  of  the  State  through 
every  medium  which  offered,  both  individuals  and  organizations. 

Second.  To  try  to  enlist  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  all 
clubs  in  the  promotion  of  the  public  health,  while  keeping  in 
touch  with  and  trying  to  strengthen  those  clubs  in  which  the 
work  had  already  been  started. 

Third.  To  encourage  clubs  to  not  scatter  effort  on  several 
lines  of  work,  but  to  concentrate  on  one  definite  line  until 
results  are  reached.  Where  this  is  done,  not  only  is  there 
strength  in  numbers,  but  the  Chairman  can  be  more  useful  in 
plans  and  literature. 

With  this  plan  in  view  the  Chairman  sent  out  a  series  of 
letters  on  health  subjects  to  every  club,  requesting  that  they 
be  read  in  the  clubs. 

Next  the  names  of  all  clubwomen  in  North  Carolina  were 
placed  on  the  mailing  list  of  the  Board  of  Health,  so  that  each 
one  receives  a  monthly  bulletin  on  health  subjects.  Also  the 
names  of  the  girls  in  the  graduating  classes  of  all  the  larg^ 
schools  and  colleges  of  the  State,  of  which  there  were  7713, 
were  collected  and  placed  on  this  mailing  list,  so  they  will 
also  receive  these  valuable  bulletins.  The  Chairman  made  197 
health  lectures  in  87  places.  These  were  made  under  the 
Farmers'  Institute  work,   and  planned  by  the  Board  of  Agri- 
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culture,  but  the  Chairman  was  permitted  to  choose  her  subject 
and  she  chose  health,  because  these  meetings  were  a  great  chan- 
nel of  communication  with  the  women  who  need  a  knowledge  of 
how  to  promote  health  in  the  home  and  in  the  locality.  Six 
prizes  of  five  dollars  each  were  offered  for  the  best  essays  on 
tuberculosis,  hookworm  and  general  sanitation,  the  contest 
being  open  to  every  girl  and  boy  in  the  State.  Announcements 
of  this  contest  were  sent  to  each  club,  to  County  Superintend- 
ents of  Education,  and  to  newspapers,  offering  these  prizes  and 
stating  that  the  contestants  would  be  supplied  with  literature  on 
these  subjects,  on  application.  Essays  came  from  every  corner 
of  the  State,  and  these  prizes  were  the  means  of  disseminating 
much  knowledge  on  these  subjects.  These  prizes  were  given 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  The  Eockefeller  Commission, 
Mr.  John  Pullen,  of  Kaleigh,  the  Ealeigh  Woman's  Club,  and 
the  Chairman  of  Health. 

The  individual  clubs  have  done  wonderful  work  along  health 
lines.  They  have  organized  Boy  Scouts,  had  cleaning  up  days, 
been  instrumental  in  having  market  houses  and  foodstuffs 
screened,  and  in  abolishing  chicken  coops  from  sidewalks. 
They  have  helped  in  many  large  health  rallies,  and  in  some 
instances  held  such  rallies  themselves.  They  have  held  mothers ' 
meetings  to  discuss  and  promote  the  health  of  their  towns  and 
worked  against  the  hookworm,  the  fly  and  other  pests.  They 
have  supported  nurses,  fumigated  houses  and  sold  seals.  They 
have  been  instrumental  in  having  streets  oiled,  seats  provided  for 
clerks,  and  in  the  passing  and  enforcement  of  effective  rules 
for  town  sanitation,  and  in  some  instances  were  instrumental 
in  securing  modern  sanitary  market  houses.  This  is  a  fine 
record  for  the  year's  work  of  the  homemakers  of  a  state. 

The  Health  Committee  makes  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  That  each  woman  know  the  sanitary  laws  of  her  own 
town. 

2.  That  all  women  actively  aid  and  support  the  efforts  of 
the  health  authorities  of  their  towns. 

3.  That  each  mother  place  a  few  simple  books  on  physical 
and   mental    health   in   her   home   for   the    children's   reading. 
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4.  That  each  woman  become  ambitious  for  her  town  to  be- 
come one   of  Dr.  Eankin's  model  towns. 

5.  That  the  clubs  ask  help  whenever  needed  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  of  Dr.  D.  D.  Carroll,  or  of  the  Chairman  of 
Health. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMICS  DEPART- 
MENT 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Rogers,  Chairman,  Charlotte 


The  Chairman  of  the  Household  Economics  Department  is 
happy  to  report  that,  out  of  the  total  number  of  clubs  in 
North  Carolina  reporting,  fifty-nine  in  the  directory  for 
1910-1911  reported  as  more  or  less  interested  in  the  subject. 

Nine  clubs  reported  departments  of  Household  Economics, 
with  a  Chairman.  Forty-eight  clubs  devoted  at  least  one 
program  to  one  phase  of  the  subject;  many  of  the  smaller 
clubs  had  at  least  one  paper  or  talk  during  the  year. 

The  subjects  most  often  considered  were  the  different 
phases  of  the  food  question,  cost  and  nutritive  value,  house- 
hold decorations,  furnishings  and  principles  of  cookery,  house- 
hold sanitation  and  household  hygiene,  labor  saving  devices, 
waste  in  the  home  and  the  servant  problem,  and  sanitary 
markets,  dairies,  etc. 

The  only  books  mentioned  used  as  text -books  were:  ''Li- 
brary of  Home  Economies,"  published  by  the  American 
School  of  Home  Economics,  Chicago;  Government  Bulletin, 
and  Pure  Food  Magazine. 

Several  clubs  were  instrumental  in  placing  the  Library  of 
Home  Economics  in  the  public  libraries,  the  Charlotte  Woman's 
Club  doing  this. 

Seven  clubs  reported  lectures  and  talks.  We  have  written 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  personal  letters,  sent  twenty-six 
books  and  magazines  relating  to  the  work,  and  fourteen  sug- 
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gested  programs.  Made  five  talks,  one  in  Durham,  N.  C, 
endeavoring  to  interest  the  clubs  to  federate  and  pursue  this 
study.  One  talk  before  Sorosis  in  Winston-Salem  and  three 
in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Visited  the  Winston-Salem  Academy 
Household  Economics  Department,  and  last  but  not  least  Win- 
throp  College  Household  Economics  Department  in  Koek  Hill, 
S.  C,  and  at  each  of  these  splendidly  esuipped  schools  realized 
more  forcibly  the  need  of  this  art  to  be  taught  in  every 
school.  Three  of  our  public  schools  and  four  of  our  colleges 
embrace  this  important  study. 

We  have  had  many  pleasant  letters,  all  communications 
replied  to,  and  encouragement  and  help  from  Mrs.  Gruldein, 
General  Federation  Chairman  of  this  department.  Two  thous- 
and club  women  in  North  Carolina  have  awakened  along  this 
especial  line  of  work,  and  are  lending  their  influence  to  pure 
food,  correct  weight  and  measures,  sanitary  markets,  and 
everything  that  will  make  home  making  an  Art,  spelled  with 
a  capital  A. 

The  opportunity  knocks  at  club  women's  doors,  interest 
is  awakened,  we  must  increase  our  knowledge,  disseminate 
it,  and  see  this  beautiful  land  of  ours,  a  land  of  homes 
managed  by  skilled  hands,  a  kingdom  we  are  proud  to  reign 
over,  and  as  uncrowned  queens  directing  the  destinies  of  the 
Nation. 


LITERATURE 

Miss  Adelaide  1,.  Fries,  Chairman,  Winston-Salem 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  bring  the  report  of  the  Literature  Depart- 
ment this  year,  for  this  department  has  had  the  most  pros- 
perous season  of  its  existence.  Fifty-two  clubs,  old  and 
new,  are  registered  for  literary  or  historical  study.  The 
number  of  club  women  working  in  the  Literature  Depart- 
ment, as  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  is  1550.  The  number  of 
meetings  per  year  range  from  four  in  a  departmental  club 
to  52  in  an  enthusiastic  little  study  club,  but  the  usual  num- 
ber is  12  or  16.     The  subjects  studied  follow  much  the  same 
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lines  as  heretofore.  The  Bay  View  Eeading  Courses  con- 
tinue popular,  and  various  phases  of  English  and  American 
Literature.  There  is  a  noticeable  tendency  to  choose  more 
definite  topics,  and  study  them  more  carefully,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  further  progress  will  be  made  in  this  direction. 

Several  clubs  have  asked  for  advice  regarding  their  work 
for  next  year,  and  the  Chairman  is  glad  to  offer  two  new 
study  outlines  prepared  especially  for  North  Corolina  clubs. 
The  one  entitled  ''North  Carolina''  is  intended  to  give  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  our  State,  its  history,  literature, 
education,  etc.  The  other,  ''American  Literature",  by  Dr. 
Edwin  Mims,  is  the  outcome  of  the  University  extension  work 
planned  by  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  and  the 
State  Literary  and  Historical  Association. 

Twenty-eight  clubs   report   the   observance   of   North  Caro- 
lina Day  or  Federation  Day,  or  both. 

Ten  clubs  took  part  in  the  Paper  Contest,  14  papers  being 
offered,  8  for  the  County  History  and  6  on  "  What  Study 
Clubs  are  Worth  to  North  Carolina. ' '  Before  giving  these 
papers  to  the  judges  all  signatures  were  removed,  so  that  the 
decision  might  be  quite  impartial.  The  County  History  selected 
was  "Mecklenburg,"  written  by  Mrs.  Paul  Lucas,  of  the  Wo- 
man's Club,  Charlotte.  Of  the  papers  on  "What  Study  Clubs 
are  Worth  to  North  Carolina, ' '  the  one  selected  was  written  by 
Mrs.  Frank  Martin,  of  Winston-Salem  Sorosis. 

The  reports  from  the  study  clubs  again  testify  to  the  fact 
that  they  are  in  very  truth  the  foundation  of  the  many-sided 
activities  of  the  State  Federation.  Organized  for  the  study 
of  literature  or  history,  they  give  a  sympathetic  ear  to  calls 
for  aid  from  one  and  another  source,  differing  in  this  respect 
from  civic  leagues,  etc.,  which  but  seldom  go  outside  of  the 
definite  purpose  for  which  they  were  established.  Even  were 
the  activities'  of  a  study  club  confined  strictly  to  literature, 
it  would  be  well  worth  the  doing.  The  members  sometime 
feel  that  with  but  one  or  two  meetings  a  month  so  little  is 
accomplished  that  it  is  hardly  worth  mentioning.  A  careful 
computation   of    statistics,   with   generous    allowance   for   in- 


active  members,  shows  that  the  literary  and  historical  work 
actually  done  by  Federated  clubs  this  year  equals  that  of  50 
students  in  a  college  class  in  the  entire  course  of  a  college 
year. 


LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

Mrs.  S.  P.  Cooper,  Chairman,  Henderson 


Madam  President  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Fed- 
eration of  "Women's  Clubs: 

Total  number  of  libraries  12 

Total  number  of  books   499 

Warrenton  ''Van  Dyke  Club"  has  promised  one  library. 

Contributions  of  money  received,  $55.15. 

No  money  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Library  Commission 
so  far,  as  it  was  decided  early  in  the  year  to  wait  until  a 
large  sum  was  raised  before  sending  a  check,  a  sum  sufScient 
to  purchase  several  libraries  at  one  time. 

Morganton  "Hesperion  Book  Club'^  has  donated  35  books 
and  numerous  magazines  to  State  Hospital. 

High  Point  ''Woman's  Club"  commenced  collecting  books 
last  November;  now  they  have  nine  libraries  of  twenty-five 
books  each.  These  are  placed  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
among  the  mill  people  and  the  poorer  classes,  who  have  to  strug- 
gle for  the  bare  necessities  of  life,  and  these  books  are  received 
and  read  with  appreciation  and  gratitude. 

Kernersville  ' '  Embroidery  Club ' '  is  contributing  both  money 
and  books  towards  the  library  of  their  graded  school. 

Statesville  ' '  Twentieth  Century  Club ' '  has  placed  books 
in  a  number  of  their  county  schools.  Also  in  ''Jackson 
Training  School",  State  Hospital  at  Morganton,  and  in  the 
graded    school.  Mount   Airy. 

Total,  2200.  100  have  been  given  this  year  to  Carnegie 
Library,  Statesville;  total  to  date,  1600.  Volumes  to  City 
Hospital,  Statesville,  16;  sum  total,  3816  volumes  this  club 
has  collected. 
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These  clubs  have  all  done  good  work.  Some  of  our  other  ener- 
getic workers  have  undertaken  to  establish  public  libraries 
in  their  own  towns,  and  are  making  fine  records,  and  are 
advancing  library  extension. 

The  Weldon  Book  Club  and  Concord's  Study  Club  are 
working  hard  for  a  public  library. 

Oxford's  Library  Department  of  the  Civic  League,  on  May 
16th,  1910,  opened  a  public  library  with  18  members  and  300 
books;  today,  in  less  than  eleven  months,  they  have  increased 
the  number  of  subscribers  to  93  and  the  number  of  their 
books  to  700,  own  their  tables,  chairs  and  book-cases.  This 
Committee  is  much  encouraged. 

Henderson,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Library  Committee 
of  the  Civic  League,  opened  to  the  town,  in  November,  1910, 
a  public  library.  The  list  of  subscribers  now  number  between 
forty  and  fifty,  and  the  library  has  over  700  books.  Interest 
is  increasing,  and  the  number  of  subscribers  and  of  books  is 
rapidly  growing. 

In  Salisbury,  ^^The  Travelers  Club",  numbering  only 
eleven  members,  with  the  help  of  other  literary  and  culture 
clubs,  has  organized  a  library  association,  and  expects  to 
open  a  public  library  within  the  next  month. 

These  clubs  I  mention  that  you  may  realize  the  amount  of 
work  that  is  being  accomplished  in  different  ways  by  the 
clubs  of  our  federation  for  Library  Extension.  And  there 
are  other  clubs  doing  good  work. 

I  appeal  to  my  club  sisters  present,  and  to  all  other  clubs 
in  our  State  not  represented  at  this  meeting,  to  unite  in 
this  effort  to  continue  this  important  work  of  establishing 
libraries  in  our  towns,  and  especially  in  isolated  communities 
and  counties,  by  sending  traveling  libraries,  containing  good 
wholesome  books  that  will  brighten  and  elevate  those  who 
have  none,  and  to  be  a  source  of  enjoyment  and  uplift  to 
them. 

This  system  of  traveling  libraries  has  been  established 
through  the  efforts  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Commission. 
And   the    Commission,   through    the   Secretary,   Miss   Minnie 
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Leatherman,  and  our  Eepresentative,  Mrs.  Sol  Weil,  will  be 
glad  always  to  assist  the  clubs  in  any  way  along  library 
lines  and  urge  the   clubs  to  call  on  them. 

Some  few  of  the  study  clubs  that  have  good  reference 
books  might  donate  them,  and  let  them  be  circulated  among 
our  literary  clubs;  much  benefit  could  be  derived  from  such 
books,  when  possibly  the  club  donating  had  entirely  finished 
with  them. 

All  cases  of  books  sent  by  the  various'  clubs  to  the  Com- 
mission are  examined,  and  the  ones  too  old  for  circulating 
will  be  sent  to  the  tuberculosis  ward  of  the  State  Hospital, 
and  after  being  read  will  be  burned.  The  others  will  be 
stamped  and  marked  with  the  name  of  the  club  donating  them. 

Any  club  sending  a  library  to  the  Commission  is  privileged 
to  call  on  them  for  any  other  libraries  they  have,  for  the 
use  of  their  own  county  schools,  etc. 

There  is  no  better  opportunity  for  one  to  help  his  neighbor 
than  by  the  circulating  of  these  traveling  libraries.  They 
help  to  mould  the  characters  of  the  children,  and  help  to 
educate  those  who  have  to  leave  school  early  to  work  in 
the  mills,  etc.,  and  gives  them  one  last  chance,  that  of  self- 
education. 

They  stimulate  the  minds,  promote  intelligence,  and  give 
pleasure  to  the  older  members  of  the  family. 

Can  you  imagine  a  community  without  a  book  or  a 
bookle&s  home,  and  not  be  eager  to  help  in  some  way  to 
reach  such  a  community  or  such  a  home?  With  your  help 
these  traveling  libraries  can  and  will  reach  numbers  of 
such  places,  for  library  extension  aims  to  supply  to  every 
man,  woman,  and  child  knowledge  of  God  and  of  the  world 
through  books. 

I  come  to  you  to  urge  all  the  club  women  to  realize  the 
importance  of  this  work,  and  to  return  to  their  clubs  with 
renewed  energy  and  interest  in  library  work. 

After  the  school,  the  library  is  the  most  effective  influence 
for  good  in  America,  And  our  clubs  cannot  find  a  field  for 
their  activities  which  will  insure  larger   returns  than  by  eon- 
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tributing  to   the  expansion  of  this  work  until  it   has  pene- 
trated every  nook  and  corner  of  our  State. 


REPORT  OF  MUSIC  COMMITTEE 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Duncan,  Chairman,  Raleigh 


The  Department  of  Music  has  had  a  busy  winter,  with  less 
accomplished  than  we  had  hoped.  Still  we  have  made  some 
progress.  The  Committee  has  written  many  letters  and  tried 
to  encourage  those  interested  and  to  help  where  it  was  pos- 
sible. 

Our  plan  has  been  to  foster  an  interest  in  public  school 
music  and  individual  or  original  composition.  We  have  had 
some  increase  in  the  number  of  music  clubs  and  clubs  em- 
bracing music  in  their  work.  We  do  hope  that  every  club 
will  appoint  a  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  teacher  and 
pupils  of  the  public  schools  where  music  is  taught  and  to  use 
every  effort  to  have  it  put  in  every  school  in  our  State.  We 
must  get  at  the  children  if  we  would  ever  hope  to  have  a 
musical  nation.  The  clubs  which  have  given  all  or  a  part  of 
the  time  to  music  number  fourteen,  viz.:  The  Treble  Clef  of 
Charlotte  Woman's  Club,  Groldsboro  Woman's  Club,  the  Eu- 
terpe Club  of  Greensboro,  The  Club  of  Twelve,  Lexington, 
Woman's  Club,  New  Bern,  The  Woman's  Literary  Club, 
Oxford,  Woman's  Club,  Ealeigh,  The  Sanford  Literary  Club, 
The  Twentieth  Century  Club  of  Statesville,  The  North  Carolina 
Sorosis  of  Wilmington,  The  Crescendo  Music  Club  of  Newton, 
and  Winston-Salem  Sorosis. 

The  Federation  Song  has  been  published,  and  while  it  has 
not  had  a  record  breaking  sale,  yet  it  has  about  paid  for  it- 
self, and  now  it  is  a  gift  to  the  Federation.  We  reported 
at  the  Biennial  meeting  in  Cincinnati  that  we  had  a  Fed- 
eration Song  and  found  to  our  pleasure  that  there  were  some 
other  states  as  up-to-date. 
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The  original  mus-ic  contest  of  last  year  was  continued  for 
this,  as  was  ordered  at  the  last  Federation.  The  Committee 
has  written  to  every  club  in  the  Federation  asking  for  original 
work.  There  were  ten  compositions  submitted.  The  three 
judges  selected  the  following: 

''Alma  Mater",  words  by  Miss  Adelaide  Fries,  music  by 
Miss  Louise  Bahnson,  of  the  Winston-Salem  Sorosis. 

''The  Sweetest  Flower  that  Blows",  music  by  Miss  Janie 
Alexander  Patterson,  Concord. 

' '  The  Flight ' ',  piano.  Miss  Janie  Alexander  Patterson. 

The  office  of  Chairman  of  Music  for  the  Federation  has 
been  one  of  some  work  and  of  great  honor,  for  it  is  an  honor 
to  represent  such  an  art  in  such  an  organization  of  women. 
The  work  has  been  enjoyed,  and  as  your  new  Chairman  comes 
in,  this  Committee  has  for  its  parting  gift  four  scholarships 
in  music.  These  have  been  given  at  Peace  Institute  (the 
first  to  offer  us  one),  Ealeigh,  N.  C,  one  at  the  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  at  Wilson,  IST.  C,  one  at  Salem  College,  Winston- 
Salem,  one  at  the  Conservatory  of  Music  at  Durham,  N.  C, 
and  one  at  the  Greensboro  Normal — a  loan  scholarship.  These 
scholarships  represent  from  fifty  to  seventy  dollars  apiece, 
and  it  is  the  earnest  wish  of  these  schools  of  music  that  the 
applicants  for  these  scholarships  be  young  ladies  who  deserve 
it  both  from  the  standpoint  of  musical  capacity  and  also 
from  the  standpoint  of  a  reasonable  financial  need.  I  want 
to  say  right  here  that  Mrs.  Stevens,  Chairman  of  Education, 
turned  this  work  over  to  me.  It  grew  out  of  a  need  for  a 
particular  case  just  a  few  weeks  ago. 

We  have  with  us  tonight  Mrs.  Moore,  President  of  the 
General  Federation,  who  is  the  board  member  of  our  General 
Federation  Music  Committee.  Your  Chairman  feels  it  a  great 
honor  to  sit  on  the  same  Committee,  and  now  we  hope  that 
Mrs.  Moore  will  tell  us  some  of  the  plans  of  this  Music  De- 
partment of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 
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PUBLICITY 

Miss  Gertrude  Weil,  Chairman,  Goldsboro 


Madam  President  and  members  of  the  Convention: 

Your  Chairman  of  Publicity  herewith  submits  her  report 
for  the  year  1910  and  1911. 

As  usual  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  Federation 
in  its  work  of  Publicity.  This  has  been  done  through  the 
medium  of  our  official  organ,  ' '  The  Keystone, ' '  and  '  ^  The 
General  Federation  Bulletin",  the  organ  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration. 

The  official  report  of  The  Keystone  will  give  a  detailed 
summary  of  the  North  Carolina  column  in  its  nine  issues, 
with  its  account  of  the  Henderson  convention,  the  Oxford 
Executive  meeting,  mesages  from  the  President  and  Depart- 
ment Chairmen,  and  reports  of  individual  clubs.  A  report 
of  the  Executive  Board  in  Oxford  was  sent  for  publication  to 
the  Federation  Bulletin.  The  Publicity  work  of  the  Federa- 
tion has  never  reached  the  point  of  efficient  usefulness  that 
the  possibilities  offer.  Two  things  are  necessary  to  bring  this 
about,  the  ^'Keystone"  must  reach  every  club.  This  will 
depend  upon  the  loyal  support  of  the  clubs,  and  the  officers 
and  department  chairmen  must  send  their  reports  and  mes- 
sages freely  to  the  ' '  Keystone ' '.  From  these  messages  the 
clubs  get  much  inspiration  and  help,  and  they  would  in  time 
depend  upon  .them  for  guidance.  Another  source  of  help  is 
the  reports  from  the  individual  clubs.  What  one  band  of 
women  have  done  often  gives  a  suggestion  to  another  band 
of  women  for  promoting  a  good  cause. 


RECIPROCITY 

Mrs.  A.  A.  Hicks,  Chairman,  Oxford 


I  urge  that  each  club  President  take  an  interest  in  this 

work   and  forward  their   best   papers   for   this  year  to  this 

bureau,  also  clippings   and  magazine   articles  of   interest  and 
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importance,  and  thus  augment  the  usefulness  of  this  depart- 
ment (thirty  states  having  this  department  say  it  is  a  good 
thing).  Our  women  are  as  intelligent  as  any,  our  Year  Book 
and  papers  are  as  fine  as  any.  It  is  left  with  the  members 
of  this  Federation  to  make  this  department  a  S'uccess. 

The  department  now  contains:  Lists  of  subjects  in  Year 
Books,  37;  papers  and  clippings,  60. 

I  have  received  reports  from  only  six  clubs  as  observing 
Eeciprocity  Day. 


CUSTODIAN  OF  RECORDS 

Miss  Daisy  Denson,  Raleigh 


Madam  President: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  records  for  the  year 
1909-1910  were  duly  forwarded  to  me  by  Mrs.  Whitsett,  Ee- 
cording  Secretary.  Also  a  copy  of  the  Federation  Year  Book 
for  1910-1911.  The  records  were  sent  in  filing  cases  appro- 
priately marked.  These  papers  are  now  in  the  capitol  build- 
ing at  Ealeigh. 

Having  served  as  Custodian  for  the  past  two  years  and  feel- 
ing that  rotation  of  office,  however  small  its  responsibility, 
is  a  good  and  safe  principle,  I  ask  that  either  some  one  else 
be  appointed  or  that  the  following  new  plan  be  selected: 

I  suggest  that  you  discuss  the  advisability  of  continuing  to 
keep  the  records  in  the  capital  city,  but  that  they  be  de- 
posited in  a  safety  box  at  one  of  the  banks  and  that  this  duty 
be  part  of  the  work  of  the  Eecording  Secretary. 


REPORT  OF  THE  REPRESENTATIVE  OF  NORTH  CAR- 
OLINA LIBRARY  COMMISSION 


The  first  effort  of  our  Women's  Clubs  in  library  activities 
was  manifested  in  the  establishment  of  traveling  libraries. 
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Our  State  organizations  have  recognized  the  benefits  of  our 
persistent  conservative  efforts  toward  right  ends  and  have 
on  every  occasion  asked  the  aid  of  organized  intelligent 
women  to  assist  in  the  work  of  mutual  interest.  With  the 
idea  that  in  cooperation  is  achievement  the  North  Carolina 
Library  Association  has  invited  us  to  membership  and  work 
upon  its  boards  and  committees.  This  membership  upon  the 
board  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Association  is  but  the 
natural  result  of  the  close  affiliation  of  interests  between  the 
library  workers  of  the  Women's  Clubs  and  the   State. 

One  of  the  most  positive  and  beneficial  results  of  this  uni- 
fied interest  was  the  passage  of  a  law  creating  a  State  Li- 
brary  Commission. 

During  this  the  second  year  of  the  Commission  it  has  had 
an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  nature  of  the  service  it 
should  render  the  State,  and  it  has  been  permitted  to  do  some  of 
the  work  for  which  it  was  established.  In  order  to  serve,  the 
Commission  has  first  had  to  make  itself  known.  The  Library 
Bulletin,  the  official  publication  of  the  Commission,  has  accom- 
plished this  in  a  large  measure  and  it  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  most  effective  instruments  in  the  work  of  the  library 
extension  and  serves  as  a  medium  for  keeping  in  touch  with 
the  libraries  of  the  State. 

Papers  concerning  the  Commission  were  prepared  for  the 
North  Carolina  Library  Association  meeting  in  Winston,  for 
the  Women's  Club  of  Ealeigh,  for  the  newspapers,  and  for  the 
Hand  Book  of  the  League  of  Library  Commissions.  The 
Biennial  report  of  the  Commission  was  distributed  to  all 
persons  making  application.  As  a  result  of  this  publicity 
there  has  been  a  gradual  and  steady  growth  in  the  work  of 
the  Commission. 

LEGISLATION 

A  special  committee  appointed  at  the  October  meeting  of 
the  Commission  to  secure  needed  library  legislation,  had  two 
bills  introduced  in  the  recent  General  Assembly.  The  travel- 
ing library  bill  met  the  fate  of  many  good  bills  carrying  ap- 
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propriation,  but  since  it  was  lost  by  only  three  votes^,  there 
is  hope  that  by  united  persistent  work  this  bill  may  be 
passed  next  Legislature.  The  public  library  bill  became  a 
law  March  4th;  we  believe  this  to  be  a  good  law.  It  is  an 
interesting  fact  that  our  President  in  her  recommendations 
last  year  laid  emphasis  on  the  benefits  of  the  creation  of  a 
library  law.  To  quote  from  her  report,  she  says:  ''The  main 
efforts  of  the  committee  should  now  be  directed  towards  the 
securing  of  a  good  library  law.  Our  committee  worked  hard 
yet  had  it  not  been  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Wilson 
chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  measure  would  never  have 
become  a  law.  I  am  in  a  position  to  see  and  know  the  sacri 
fices  he  is  constantly  making  in  behalf  of  the  Commission 
I  therefore  recommend  that  our  Federation  extend  to  him  a 
vote  of  thanks  in  recognition  of  his  services  and  in  an  evi 
dence  of  our  appreciation.  [This  vote  of  thanks  was  made 
Mr.  Wilson  during  the  meeting.]  We  would  also  thank  our 
friends  who  aided  in  one  way  or  another,  also  to  the  members 
of  the  Ealeigh  Woman's  Club  who  were  present  at  the  hear- 
ing before  the  Appropriation  Committee. 

SERVICE 

The  Commission  is  enjoined  by  law  to  aid  in  the  improve- 
ments of  libraries  already  established.  A  well  equipped  li- 
brary is  the  best  argument  for  the  establishment  of  other 
libraries  and  for  that  reason,  if  for  no  other,  the  Commission 
would  bring  every  library  in  the  State  to  the  highest  degree 
of  efficiency. 

A  splendid  beginning  has  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commission  in  the  constructive  reorganization  of  existing 
libraries;  as  an  example,  I  mention  the  work  done  at  the 
Meredith  College  and  in  the  Wilson  graded  school.  The 
establishment  of  new  libraries,  the  help  given  associations,  as 
at  Hillsboro  and  Henderson,  and  such  as  is  now  being  given 
at  Washington  and  Salisbury,  has  been  of  a  very  valuable 
kind. 

Reference    Worlc. — During   the   months   of    January,   Febru- 
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ary  and  March,  1911,  the  Secretary  sent  out  answers  to  110 
debaters  and  24  teachers  and  individuals  asking  about  de- 
bating materials  and  the  purchase  of  reference  books,  etc. 
Also  important  inquiries  from  clubs  and  those  interested  in 
the  establishment  of  new  libraries. 

-Library  instruction  was  given  in  the  summer  school  of  the 
University  last  summer  and  a  special  institute  was  given  for 
two  weeks  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

During  the  coming  summer  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  have  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  spend  two  weeks 
at  the  summer  school  at  Chapel  Hill  and  Boone,  explaining 
methods  to  teachers,  and  to  conduct  an  institute  at  Kaleigh 
for  the  benefit  of  persons  in  public  library  work.  Such 
services  as  these  are  genuine.  We  can  only  hope  and  work, 
that  to  the  end  they  may  enlarge  and  become  more  and  more 
useful. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Commission  has  given  careful  consideration  for  next 
year's  work;  it  cannot  attempt  great  things  for  lack  of 
funds.  It  would  seem  that  the  following  work  could  and 
should  be  done  during  the  next  twelve  months: 

The  establishment  of  a  public  library  in  every  town  having 
more  than  3000  people.  There  are  28  towns,  according  to 
the  census  of  1900;  11  of  these  have  no  public  libraries  of 
any  description.  A  vigorous  campaign  should  be  waged  in  each 
of  these  towns.  There  are  federated  clubs  in  four  of  these 
towns.  The  clubs  can  be  of  inestimable  service  here  in  starting 
the  movement,  in  erystalizing  public  opinion,  in  securing  proper 
and  efficient  organization  and  adequate  financial  support. 

The  second  great  need  of  the  State  is  traveling  libraries 
and  loan  collections  for  study  clubs  and  debate  material. 
The  library  extension  has  been  preaching  this  gospel  of 
traveling  library;  they  must  continue  to  preach;  they  must 
bring  this  text  home  to  every  club  and  individual  so  that 
the  fight  made  at  the  recent  Legislature  for  the  establishment 
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of  a  traveling  library  system  can  be  followed  up  with  a  prac- 
tical demonstration  of  the  value  of  s-uch  a  system — of  travel- 
ing libraries. 

If  $40.00  could  be  raised  it  would  enable  the  Commission 
to  fit  out  about  six  debate  libraries  on  as  many  subjects  to  be 
loaned  to  schools  and  possibly  to  committees.  Eight  here 
library  clubs  might  render  valuable  service. 

The  Commission  stands  ready  to  give  advice  both  practical 
and  technical,  and  cordially  welcomes  all  opportunities  of  this 
kind.  It  is  ready  to  do  our  hard  work  for  us,  to  solve  our 
problems,  if  necessary  do  our  thinking. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  should  be  remiss  if  I  did 
not  thank  one  and  all  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  who,  through  all  the  detail 
and  annoyance  as  well  as  joy  of  the  achievements  accom- 
plished, has  performed  her  work  cheerfully,  faithfully,  loy- 
ally and  well.  In  the  words  of  President  Ogden,  may  there 
come  to  us  an  appreciation  of  the  responsibility  of  the  indi- 
vidual, as  an  incentive  to  a  constantly  enlarging  service,  and 
S'upervision  thorough  and  complete  as  the  means  for  educa- 
tional progress.

CONSTITUTION 


AETICLE    1 

NAME 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

AETICLE  2 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Federation  shall  be  to  bring  the  "Wo- 
men's Clubs,  and  other  organizations  of  women  throughout 
North  Carolina,  into  relations  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  co- 
operation. 

ARTICLE  3 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Clubs  desiring  to  join  this  Federation  shall 
make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  Membership 
Committee.  Such  application  must  show  that  the  club  has 
not  less  than  ten  members,  and  is  pursuing  some  line  of 
elevating  effort. 

Section  2.  Other  organizations  of  women  desiring  to  join 
this  Federation  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the 
Chairman  of  Membership  Committee,  stating  the  objects  of 
said  organization,  and  if  not  in  conflict  with  the  work  of  the 
Federation  may  be  admitted  to  membership  on  payment  of 
dues. 

Section  3.  The  unanimous  vote  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee shall  be  necessary  to  admit  a  club  or  any  affiliating 
organization. 


AETICLE  4 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  President,  First  Vice- 
President,  Second  Vice-President,  Eecording  Secretary,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor. 

Section  2,  No  two  officers  shall  be  from  the  same  club, 
except  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  when  so 
desired. 

Section  3.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office 
at  the  same  time. 

AETICLE  5 

MANAGEMENT 

The  various  kinds^  of  work  undertaken  by  this  Federation 
shall  be  arranged  into  departments  and  managed  by  an 
Executive  Board,  a  Council,  and  a  Board  of  Directors,  as 
hereinafter  provided  for.  The  number  and  names  of  such 
departments  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

AETICLE  6 

EXECUTIVE    BOARD 

The  officers  of  the  Federation  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Board,  which  shall  transact  the  business  of  the  Federation, 
subject  to  its  direction,  and  make  a  full  report  of  the  same 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  This  Board  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacany  on  the  Board 
which  occurs  between  annual  meetings. 

AETICLE  7 

COUNCIL 

The  Executive  Board  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  departments 
shall  constitute  a  Council,  to  consider  and  promote  the  in- 
terests of  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  This 
Council  shall  meet  once  in  the  interim  between  annual 
meetings. 
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AETICLE  8 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Council,  with  the  Presidents  of  clubs,  or  their  repre- 
sentatives, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  consider 
and  promote  the  various  phases  of  work  undertaken  by  this 
Federation.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  once  before 
and  once  after  each  annual  Convention,  one  third  of  the  mem- 
bers constituting  a  quorum.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall 
elect  the  Chairmen  of  the  various  departments,  no  two  of 
whom  may  be  from  the  same  club.  The  term  of  ofa.ce  of 
Chairmen  shall  be  limited  to  two  years. 

AETICLE   9 

REPRESENTATION 

Section  1.  Each  federated  club  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  members  shall  be  entitled  to  be  repre- 
sented by  its  President  or  her  appointee,  and  one  additional 
delegate.  Clubs  having  more  than  twenty-five  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  additional  delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  after  the  first  twenty-five. 

Section  2.  Each  aflaiiated  organization  shall  be  entitled 
to   be   represented   by   one   delegate,  who  may   cast    one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  Convention  entitled  to 
vote  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Federation  in  person,  the 
Chairmen  of  Departments,  and  of  Standing  Committees 
in  person,  and  the  delegates  from  clubs  and  affiliated  organ- 
izations. Where  only  one  delegate  from  a  club  is  present  the 
club  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Section  4.  A  delegate  may  represent  more  than  one  club 
of  which  S'he  is  a  member. 

Section  5.  Each  club  shall  give,  through  its  President  or 
other  delegate,  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  the  club.  If 
the  club  cannot  send  a  delegate,  a  written  report  may  be  sent 
to  the  Eecording  Secretary. 

Section  6.  Members  of  clubs  belonging  to  this  Federation 
who  are  not  delegates,  may  be  present  at  the  Conventions  and 
may  take  part  in  the  discussions,  but  may  not  introduce 
motions    nor   vote. 
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AETICLE  10 

DUES 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  from  each  club  shall  be  ten 
cents  per  capita,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Federation 
at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  Convention. 

Section  2.  Each  affiliated  organization  shall  pay  an  annual 
due  of  two  dollars. 

AETICLE  11 

NOMINATIONS   AND  ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  A  nominating  board  of  five  members,  no  two  of 
whom  shall  be  from  the  same  town,  shall  be  elected  by  writ- 
ten ballot,  at  the  first  session  of  the  Convention,  and  report 
at  the  time  for  election. 

Section  2.  No  person  may  be  nominated  for  office  except 
a  delegate,  or  with  the  endorsement  of  the  delegates  from  her 
club.  If  no  delegates  from  that  club  are  present,  the  home 
club  must  be  consulted  through  its  President. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a  written  ballot, 
for  a  term  of  two  years.  A  majority  of  those  present  entitled 
to  vote  shall  constitute  an  election.  The  President,  Second 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Auditor  shall 
be  elected  at  one  annual  meeting;  the  First  Vice-President, 
the  Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  12 

MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Meetings  shall  be  held  annually.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  will  decide  the  time  for  such  meetings  after  the 
invitation  has  been  accepted. 

ARTICLE  13 

AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
State  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  for  the  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


1.  The  President  of  this  Federation  shall  preside  at  all  of 
its  meetings,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Board,  the  Council,  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  She 
shall  appoint  such  standing  committees  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  approve,  and  such  temporary  committees  as  may 
be  necessary  to  conduct  the  business. 

2.  The  Vice-Presidents  in  the  order  of  their  election  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

3.  The  Eecording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the 
Board  meetings  and  of  all  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
She  shall  prepare  the  Year  Book  and  have  it  in  circulation 
as  early  as  possible. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  Federation.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
all  federated  clubs,  and  shall  send  out  notices  of  all  meetings. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Membership  Committee,  cast 
the  final  vote,  and  notify  the  applying  club  and  the  Chair- 
man of  Membership  Committee  of  the  decision  of  that  Com- 
mittee. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  hold  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  North  Carolina  Federation  and  shall  deposit  same 
in  some  reliable  bank,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Board.  She  shall  notify  delinquent  clubs  of  arrears  in  dues. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  the  Credential  Committee,  and 
validate  the  credentials  of  delegates.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report. 

6.  The  Auditor  shall  inspect  the  books  of  the  Treasurer 
and  report  thereon  annually. 

7.  A  General  Federation  State  Secretary  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Convention  for  a  term  of  two  years.  She  shall  be 
the  official  medium  of  communication  between  the  State  and 
General  Federation.  By  virtue  of  this  office  she  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vote,  and  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council 
and  Board  of  Directors. 
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8.  The  Custodian  shall  have  the  care  of  all  official  docu- 
ments belonging  to  this  Federation,  and  shall  have  the  same 
rank  as  the  Chairman  of  a  Standing  Committee. 

9.  Standing  Committees  on  Finance,  Membership  and 
Legislation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
Chairmen  of  these  Committees  shall  be  privileged  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board. 

10.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  before  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
members  thereof  notified  of  the  duties  expected  of  them.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials'  to  inspect 
and  validate  the  credential  cards  presented  by  the  delegates, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Convention  as  early  as  possible. 

11.  The  Committee  on  Eesolutions  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Eesolutions  to  carefully  con- 
sider all  resolutions  submitted  before  presenting  same  to  the 
Convention. 

12.  A  Program  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  cooperate 
with  the  local  Committee  from  the  club  extending  the  invita- 
tion to  arrange  for  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  program  so  arranged  must  be  submitted  to  the  President 
for  approval. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fnance  Committee  to  de- 
vise ways  and  means,  further  than  the  dues  from  the  clubs, 
for  supplying  funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Federation. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
to  use  the  influence  of  the  federated  clubs  to  promote  such 
legislation  as  is  in  line  with  the  work  of  this  Federation. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Membership  Committee  to 
organize  new  clubs  whenever  and  wherever  desirable,  and 
to  invite  such  new  clubs  and  other  eligible  unfederated  clubs 
to  join  the  Federation.  The  Chairman  shall  direct  this  work, 
shall  keep  the  application  blanks,  and  shall  extend  to  new 
clubs  organized  or  recommended  by  the  other  members  of 
the  Committee  an  invitation  to  join  the  Federation. 
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When  siicli  invitation  is  accepted  she  shall  record  her  vote 
on  a  separate  sheet  from  the  application  blank  and  shall 
send  this  vote  with  th-e  application  of  said  club  to  each  other 
member  of  this  Committee,  in  rotation  for  their  votes  thereon 
— the  last  member  to  receive  the  papers  being  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  Federation,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  notify  said  club,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committee,  of  the  admission  of  the  club.  The  unanimous 
vote  of  this  Committee  shall  be  necessary  to  admit  a  club. 
Applications  for  membership  mus-t  be  accompanied  by  the 
amount  of  annual  dues,  which,  after  admission  of  club, 
shall  be  forwarded  by  Chairman  of  Membership  Committee  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Federation. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairmen  of  Departments 
to  promote  in  the  clubs  and  throughout  the  State  the  work 
for  which  the  various  departments  stand,  by  urging  the 
clubs  to  greater  activity  and  cooperation  on  said  lines,  and 
in  every  other  practical  way  to  advance  the  line  of  work 
represented. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  Publicity 
to  make  known  through  the  press  what  work  is  being  done 
by  the  clubs  and  by  this  Federation,  so  as  to  secure  more 
universal  cooperation.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  North 
Carolina  columns  in  the  official  organ  of  this  Federation,  and 
in  every  possible  way  increase  knowledge  of,  and  interest  in, 
the  work  undertaken  and  accomplis-hed  by  this  Federation. 

18.  There  shall  be  no  salaried  officers.  Necessary  expen- 
ses incurred  by  the  officers  and  Chairmen  in  the  service  of  the 
Federation  may  be  refunded  from  the  treasury  by  order  of 
the  President. 

19.  Two  whole  days  during  each  annual  Convention  shall 
be  devoted  entirely  to  business. 

20.  Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Biennial  Convention 
of  the  General  Federation  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
from  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

21.  Members  of  the  Executive  Board  who  are  unavoidably 
absent  from  the  meetings  shall  receive  copies  of  the  minutes 
of  that  meeting. 
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22.  Clubs  desiring  to  withdraw  from  the  Federation  must 
inform  the  Chairman  of  Membership  Committee  of  this  desire 
and  must  have  paid  the  dues  for  the  current  year  before 
such  withdrawal  shall  be  considered  final. 

23.  Ex-Presidents  of  this  Federation  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  vote  and  all  the  privileges  of  delegates. 

24.  The  representative  of  the  Federation  on  the  North 
Carolina  Library  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  and 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  of  all 
the  Boards  of  this  Federation. 

25.  Mrs.  Fox's  book  on  Parliamentary  Usage  for  Women's 
Clubs  shall  be  the  authority  for  the  conduct  of  all  meetings 
of  this  Federation. 

26.  Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  notice 
of  the  amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  of  the 
meeting. 

Section  2.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  unanimous  vote,  without 
previous  notice.

6.  Copies  of  the  report  of  the  Tenth  Biennial  Conv^en- 
tion  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  in  Cin- 
cinnati can  be  obtained  through  the  General  Federation  State 
Secretary  for  25  cents  a  copy.  These  books,  containing  all 
the  addresses  delivered  at  the  Cincinnati  Convention,  should 
be  in  the  possession  of  every  club  in  the  State  Federation. 

7.  Extra  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  Year 
Book  may  be  obtained  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for 
ten  cents  each.
